DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement filed 07-31-03 has been considered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-25 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to teach a circuit and method of discharging a charge storage location of 
a transistor. In particular, a method comprises: applying a first voltage to a control gate 
of a transistor having a charge storage location including nanoclusters disposed within 
dielectric material of a structure of the transistor located below the control gate; and 
applying a second voltage to a well region located below the control gate, wherein the 
applying the first voltage and the applying the second voltage generates a voltage 
differential across the structure for discharging electrons from the nanoclusters of the 
charge storage location. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
